New roofs cover six build¬ 
ings on the main campus. Two 
more are in progress. The Re¬ 
gional Training and Develop¬ 
ment Center will also get a 
new roof later this fall. 

The cost of the new roofs 
and recent Wagstaff Gy m reno¬ 
vation was estimated to be 
$1,287,000. So far, the actual 
cost is $1,020,487, $266,513 
under budget, Public Informa¬ 
tion Director Fred Peters said. 

The projects were funded 
by proceeds from bond sales, 
which became available in 
April. Work began in late May. 

Two dorms, Claridge and 
Bateman, and four classroom 
buildings, Potter Hall, Wise 
Auditorium, Wise Cultural 
Arts Center and Vaughn Con¬ 
servatory got brand new roofs, 
gutters, flashing and some 
woodwork. 

Physical Plant director Bill 
Paradis said work on Pirtle 
Technology and Hudnall Hall 
should be completed in two to 
three weeks. The RTDC roof 
has not been scheduled. 

Despite complaints about 
the noise, the smell, the mess 
and parking spaces occupied 


by roofing materials, most 
people are happy about the new 
roofs. 

"Pmjust really pleased that 
they’re doing it right,” Com¬ 
puter Science Instructor Gigi 
Beaton said. The roof on Pirtle 
Technology has been leaking 
in different places for years. 
“Every time they’d patch it, it 
would start leaking somewhere 
else,” she said. 

Engineering Technology 


Director Tim Gill is glad 
they’re almost finished. It has 
been necessary to cover equip¬ 
ment in the electronics lab with 
plastic when it rains. “Fortu¬ 
nately, we didn’t lose any 
equipment because of the 
leaks,” he said. 

The old roofing was so bad 
workers were able to tear off 
most of it “...without any tools, 
just with our bare hands,” Haws 
Roofing Company employee 
Rico Horen said. 

He explained the roofing 
project has taken so long in 
part because of the extreme 
heat. Workers usually begin at 
6 a.m. and must quit by 2 or 3 
p.m. Whenever a chance of 
rain occurs, they must stop 
work because asphalt will not 
adhere properly to damp insu¬ 
lation board. 

Employee turnover is an¬ 
other problem, Horen said. 
People sometimes quit in the 
middle of the job. 

“If you don’t have to work, 
this isn’t the kind of job you 
want,” he said. His co-worker 
Charles Ross agreed. “It’s hot 
as hell up there,” he said.

The campus cafeteria has 
made some changes. 

“The architectural design 
has changed. Glass walls 
now surround the all-you- 
can-eat atmosphere,” Food 
Service Director Sonny 
Broyles said. “Food value 
and quality have improved. 
The only increase in price 
has been to faculty. Student 
prices have not increased,” 
he said. 

The glass walls will help 
to control excessive noise 
and dining room traffic. 

The cafeteria layout is ba- 
sically the “exact design of 
UCLA.” 

“Now students can eat all 
they want of everything. It’s 
great if you’re a resident stu¬ 
dent,” he said. 

Prices are market com¬ 
petitive, Broyles said. 

“Pricing is an issue de¬ 
cided annually, and it’s al¬ 
ways discussed with the col¬ 


lege. Students can still eat 
cheaper here than at a place 
like Luby’s,” he said. 

“The food is a lot better,” 
Rogers Student Center staff 
technician Vicki Glover 
said. 

The atmosphere is not 
nearly as chaotic. 

“It’s easier to maintain 
control,” she said, “so we 
don’t have the problems we 
had last year. Loud noises, 
kids congregating and tak¬ 
ing up customers’ tables 
were problems before,” 
Glover said. 

The newly-installed 
alarm system helps keep traf¬ 
fic to a minimum. Students 
cannot enter unless they plan 
to eat, Glover said. 

Broyles is pleased with 
the changes. “We’ve heard 
nothing but very exciting 
feedback. There’s been very 
small pockets of negativity. 
The bottom line is we serve 
a good line of food and keep 
with the trends,” he said. 


Marriott introduces 
Apache Dollar debit cards

Apache Dollars are a new 
way to buy food on campus. 
Marriott Food Services has 
begun a debit balance sys¬ 
tem to make eating more 
convienent for students, MFS 
manager Sonny Broyles said. 
Some 550 other colleges use 
the same system. 

Students invest in Apache 
Dollars which work like an 
ATM card used only for food. 

“A bar code is added to 
students’ identification cards 
turning them into debit 
cards,” Broyles said. Each 
time a student dines at the 


Market Cafe, Chick-Fil-A or 
the Pirtle Snack Bar they 
present their I.D. card and 
their purchase is deducted 
from the balance. 

The program was de¬ 
signed to give busy people 
meals with variety and con¬ 
venience. Students no longer 
need to remember to bring 
money for lunch. 

Apache Dollars can be 
purchased in $50 increments 
in the Dining Service Office 
in Rogers Student Center or 
by phone with a Visa or 
Mastercard. Students who 
buy $100 or more Apache 
Dollars get free bonus dol¬ 
lars, Broyles said.

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Campus crime threatens students

Whether students move 
from a small town or from a 
big city like Dallas, crime at 
college may surprise them. 

Rob Cambell, a Resident 
Assistant at Hudnall Hall, lost 
more than $6,500 of personal 
belongings during Labor Day 
weekend. He filed a report and 
campus safety and city officers 
have taken statements regarding 
the burglary. 

‘The television set in the 
Holley Hall lobby was stolen 
at the end of spring semester,” 
Residential Life Specialist 
Holley Turner, said. 

“The bottom part of my por¬ 
table tape player was stolen 
while I was on duty,” Resident 
Hall Assistant Ta’Shay Ealy, 
said. “I walked outside for two 
seconds and it was gone, and 
nobody has seen anything.” 


West Hall’s vending ma¬ 
chines were vandalized and 
several 
Bateman hall 
students have 
personal items 
from their 
rooms. A stu¬ 
dent who lives 
on the first floor 
says her win¬ 
dows do not 
lock. 

As of Sept. 

15, Campus 
Safety reports 
included three 
burglaries, four thefts, one al¬ 
cohol violation, one drug vio¬ 
lation and five traffic viola¬ 
tions. Of these, only the drug 
violation resulted in an arrest. 

“There are three things we 
have zero tolerance for, alco¬ 
hol, drugs and weapons.” Of¬ 


ficer James Weaver said. 

Campus Safety Director, 
Randy Melton 
said, “We have a 
job to do, to help 
the students.” 
Now in charge of 
TJC’s 80 acre 
complex, 
Melton, who 
worked for the 
city of Tyler for 
21 years, has an 
open door 
policy. 

“We like to 
work close with 
[the students],” Melton said. 

Limited parking also causes 
problems. Although officers 
may patrol an area heavily, in¬ 
creased parking and over¬ 
crowded lots make burglary 
and traffic accidents more 
likely. As more students park 


illegally, officers must spend 
their patrolling time writing 
parking tickets, Melton said. 
That takes up time that could 
be spent in other areas. “We 
get complaints on parking ev¬ 
ery day,” Melton said. “We 
are working on it.” They pa¬ 
trol 1 1 student lots and nine 
faculty parking lots. 

Student enrollment is ap¬ 
proximately 8155, up 6% from 
1996, with an estimated 600 
students living on campus. 
Sixteen campus safety work¬ 
ers, three officers, five secu¬ 
rity guards, and eight student 
cadets provide an estimated 
campus safety worker for ev¬ 
ery 35 students who live on 
campus, and one for every 470 
studentsenrolled. Only thestu- 
dents and staff here can use 
safety practices to make those 
numbers sufficient.

“This is just another way 
of identification,” Freshman 
Crystal Young said. “It is hard 
enough for most people to 
remember their own social 
security numbers, much less 
someone else’s.” 

Using social security num¬ 
bers instead of names makes 
identification more accurate. 

Freshman Keri Selig 
works in a office where she 
has to access records by their 
social security numbers. “I 
understand how people feel,” 
she said. “It is a little scary to 
think that someone can steal 
your number and change your 
life, just like in the movie 
“The Net.” 

“It is just easier for us to 
access records using social 
security numbers than it is 
with their names, because 


names can get misspelled,” 
Selig said. 

What is more important, 
speed and accuracy or safety 
and privacy? Freshman John 
Hampton knows his social se¬ 
curity number is the key to 
accessing his whole life. He 
believes it is his right to say if 
he wants his number to be 
displayed. 

“I have the right to pri¬ 
vacy. If the person next to me 
doesn’t care who sees his 
number, then let his number 
be displayed. 

Using social security 
numbers to track people is 
more efficient and more ac¬ 
curate than relying on names. 
But it is up to society to de¬ 
cide whether they want effi¬ 
ciency and accuracy over pri¬ 
vacy and safety.

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New law deals 
with drinking 

One of 1,030 bills that 
became law Sept. 1, the 
“Zero Tolerance” law 
raises the consequences 
of underage drinking. 

Anyone found driving 
with alcohol in their blood 
will lose their driver's li¬ 
cense for 60 days on the 
first offense. The second 
offense doubles the pun¬ 
ishment. Third and all sub¬ 
sequent offenses draw a 
six months' license loss. 

“The drinking policy at 
TJC is strictly enforced,” 
Dean of Students Frankie 
Muffoletto, said. “Under¬ 
age students found intoxi¬ 
cated or in possession of 
alcohol will be disciplined 
both by TJC and the local 
court system.Students 
over 21 found intoxicated 
will be disciplined by TJC 
only.” 

Disciplinary actions in¬ 
clude attending alcohol 
abuse programs and com¬ 
munity service. 

“As we make our pub¬ 
lic more aware of the prob¬ 
lems associated with al¬ 
cohol abuse,” Muffoletto 
said, we will see a great 
improvement.” 

Grad signup to 
end Oct. 1 

Students who plan to 
graduate this semester 
must sign up by Wednes¬ 
day Oct. 1 and pay a $15 
fee. 

“No ceremony will be 
held after the fall semes*- 
ter but students who wish 
to participate in a cer¬ 
emony can in do so in 
May 1998.” 

“The cost is $15 for 
the diploma and cover. It 
should be turned in at 
the Registrar’s office,” 
Yarborough said. 

“Approximately 150 
students will register to 
graduate this December, 
but only 20 or 30 ever go 
through the May cer¬ 
emony,” Yarborough 
said. __
